Half-Cent Sales Tax 


Municipal Finances 


Three Mississippi towns voted them- 


selves city sales taxes Tuesday in an 


effort to improve ailing municipal fi- 
nances. 
Voters in Gulfport, Hattiesburg, and 


Biloxi approved a one-half cent on the 
dollar levy in their respective cities by 
overwhelming majorities. 
NEW ACT 

The elections were called under a 
1950 legislative act allowing citiés of 
13,500 or more population to levy the 
tax if approved by more tban 60 per 
cent of those voting on the issue. The 
tax is in addition to the two cents on 
the sales dollar which the state of Mis- 


sissippi collects. 
In Gulfport, voters approved the 
sales tax 1395 to 593 but failed to 


muster a majority for a $300,000 school 
bond issue. 

Mayor Milton Т. Evans estimated 
the levy would produce $125,000 addi- 


tional operating revenue annually.

Measure May Aid Ailing

! On the defeated school bond issue, 
count was 1627 for and 
374 against. A majority of the quali- 
fied electors, which is 2089, was neces- 
isary. Purpose of the issue was to con- 
!'struct a new elementary school and to 
expand existing white and Negro schools. 

Hattiesburg voters favored the sales 
tax by almost three to one. The un- 
official count was 1428 for 527 against. 

Biloxi voted five to one for the 
sales tax. The vote was 199 against and 
1171 in favor of the levy which is es- 
timated to bring a total of $125,000 
а year in added revenue {ог the city. 

In Long Beach there was no vote 
on a sales tax but citizens in a second 
primary elected William A. Hooker to 
the fifth place on the board of alder- 
men. 

He received 170 votes to 129 for his 
opponent J. F. Edwards. 

Mayor H. Roy Thompson and four 
other members of the board were elect- 
ed in the first primary last week.
